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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT

In compliance with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56 and in 
accordance with the practice under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 and 1.98, the Examiner's attention is 
directed to the documents listed on the enclosed Form PTO-1449. Copies of the listed 
documents were provided in the parent application number 10/1 19,003. 

Applicant wishes to distinguish certain references from the present claimed 
invention. The invention described in JP 05-275771 relates to a porphyrin thin film, a 
method for producing the same, and a multi-layered film by using the same. 

In JP 05-275771, claim 7, "the porphyrin thin film has a thickness of 2 to 
50A" is disclosed. Further, in column, 0006, "the thin film has a thickness of preferably 
not more than 80 A, more preferably 2 to 50 A" is disclosed. Therefore, JP 05-275771 does 



not teach that the layer containing a porphyrin compound has a thickness of 0.05um to 5 
um. 

Further, JP 05-275771 relates to a solar cell, photoconductive element, and 
trace metal element sensor element in a solution, but does not directly disclose an 
electrophotographic photosensitive member. 

JP 06-136278 discloses a compound represented by formula (I) in which A 11 
to A 14 is a thienyl group. However, the porphyrin compound used in the 
electrophotographic photosensitive member of the present invention, at least one of A 11 to 
A 14 is a pyridyl group capable of having a substituent. Such compounds are not disclosed 
in JP 06-136278.
